The words "keep ready with hand- 
bag" appearing on the handbills, 
the police asserted, was the call to 
the Nazis to assemble for the raid " 


Pressing Problems 


The more pressing 
immediate 
problem facing the government, now 
that guerilla warfare in the prov- 
inces seems to be gradually dying 
out, was the punishment that Is to 
be meter out to the Nazi terrorists, 
all too evidently uncowed by 
the 


measures the government thus far 
has Invoked against them. 


It was the execution of one ter- 
rorist that precipitated the putsch 
in which Dollfuss was murder. The 
possibility that new bloodshed and 
terror might follow too stringent 
punishment of the Nazis under ar- 
rest was causing the new cabinet 
grave concern. 


Start Trials. 


After announcing that the trial 


of 30 of the Nazis captured after 
the raid on the chancellory in which 
Dollfuss was slain,% would be post- 
poned .until tomorrow, the govern- 
ment suddenly decided to begin the 
trial, today. A military court, pre- 
sided over by General Albert Ober- 
wager, began the trial of the 30 men 
with not only the fate of the Nazic 
but, perhaps, the fate of Austria 
hanging on the verdict of the court. 
Claim Confession. 


The police claimed that Otto Pa- 


netta, the soldier, had confessed that 
he fired tlie shots that killed Chan- 
cellor Dollfuss. Panetta, it was ex- 
pected, will be turned over to the 
military courts for trial tomorrow 
wtih the others. 


Panetta's wife; today appealed to 
Frau Dollfuss, widow; of • the man 
her husband is accused of shooting 
down, for a fair trial for her hus- 
band.

"I cannot believe he Is a murder-

signals to the ship which recorded 
them automatically upon a huge 
dial, making possible corrections in 
the yacht's course without recourse 
to familial' shore landmarks.

The new declaration of war against the criminal element 


in the nation is serious business. 
The federal government in this 


matter is thorough and relentless. 
If there be any doubt, it is 


only necessary to look at the record of the year ending June 
30. 
During that period 3531 convictions were obtained in 


cases handled by-(he Division of Investigation, which is 98.81 
per cent of all cases brought to trial in twelve months. Sure- 
ly that is a record hard to match. 


During the same period 92S fugitives from justice were 


found by the agents of the division. 
Besides this 4356 others 


fleeing from the law were found through fingerprint work of 
the Identification Unit, making a total of 5284 located in one 
year. 
If this kind of work continues it should not be long be- 


lore the most hardened criminals will be forced to the conclu- 
sion that crime does not pay. 


The figures, impressive as they are, do not begin to tell the 


story of the persistence and hard work involved in protecting the 
community from the gangsters and racketeers. 
There has been 


no let-up and there will be no let-up until brutal crime has been 
reduced to the minimum. 
The crusade deserves the sympathy

THE NATION'S WAR ON CRIMINALS 


T 


HE announcement that the Department of Justice has com- 


piled a list of 600 gangsters and racketeers who are at large 


and th'at it intends to pursue them until they have been placed 
behind the bars or prove they have abandoned crime, is likely 
to cause a lot of running to cover in the underworld. 


Us significance lies in the fact that the federal authorities 


mean business and that the crooks and thugs understand it bet- 
ter than any one else. 


The Dillinger incident assumed importance because one 


man was foolish enough to imagine 
that 
he 
could defy the 


United States government with impunity. 
Other people were 


beginning to nurse that myth. 
But it has been exploded in 


dramatic fashion and now the drive is on to get the other mem- 
bers of the Dillinger gang and all other outlaws. 


The new declaration of war against the criminal element 


in the nation is serious business. The federal government in this 
matter is thorough and relentless. 
If there be any doubt, it is 


only necessary to look at the record of the year ending June 
30. 
During that period 3531 convictions were obtained in 


cases handled by the Division of Investigation, which is 98.81 
per cent of all cases brought to trial in twelve months. 
Sure- 


ly that is a record hard to match. 


During the same period 928 fugitives from justice were 


found by the agents of the division. 
Besides this 4356 others 


fleeing from the law were found through fingerprint work of 
the Identification Unit, making a total of 5284 located in one 
year. 
If this kind of work continues it should not be long be- 


iore the most hardened criminals will be forced to the conclu- 
sion that crime does not pay. 


The figures, impressive as they are, do not begin to tell the 


story of the persistence and hard work involved in protecting the 
community from the gangsters and racketeers. There has been 
no let-up and there will be no let-up until brutal crime has been 
reduced to the minimum. 
The crusade deserves the sympathy 


and encouragement of all law-abiding men and women. 


TAKING APPEAL OUT OF COOK'S FOREST

money and the state took over a vast acreage r.iiiety miles from New 
Castle known as Cook's Forest. It was purchased and made a state park 
because of its natural beauty—because it was the last stand o£ virgin 
trees in the state.

WBS majestic in its natural beauty. 


But. today, to one who seeks to go into Cook's forest to appreciate 


its natural beauty, it is necessary to literally ride through clouds of dust. 
The main route made through the forest whici crosses the river at 
Cooksburg, is improved and a fine highway, tut in order to actually 
get into the heart of the forest it is necessary to travel on dirt roads. 
And none of these have been oiled, or anything done to lay the dust. 
Hence, it's a real ride through the dust to get to the heart of the wsods. 


One is hardly in a mood to appreciate th^ fact that he is in the 


heart of the majestic woodland which has been hundreds of years in 
developing, after reaching the destination, when he feels like he had just 
curcpleted a trip through the burning plains of the mid-west. 


It certainly seems that it would be a most desirable, and much 


needed move, to provide for some method of laying the dust on the high- 
ways in Cook's forest. 


There will probably be offered as an alibi that there is no money 


for this work. But, with the millions being spent on many other en- 
terprises in this state, it seems'that funds could be provided.

PROPOSED DROUGHT AREA EVACUATION 


There may be sound basis for the claim of Dr. Elwoocl Mead, recla- 


mation commissioner, that the drought area in the western half of the 
Dakotas, Eastern Montana and Wyoming never should have been placed 
under cultivation. 


But his recommendation that the many thousands of farmers in 


that section be evacuated is not so easily assimilated. 
The commissioner 


points to the deficient rainfall and says another drought is certain to 
follow within the next few years. Many agricultural experts, however, 
maintain his theory of abandoning the land, reseeding it in buffalo 
grass and using it for range purposes only, is absurd. 


Though the evacuation undertaking probably could be accom- 


plished, at tremendous expense, it must be remembered that the district 
Js home to the farmers, and tearing them loose from their moorings 
would leave if the necessary funds were advanced and they were given 
means of making a livelihood in some other place. But many others, 
despite the hardships, would prefer to cling to the old homesteads and 
take their chances with the droughts. And finding room for all of them 
in other sections would be no easy matter.

crops the more fortunate farming sections will receive high prices for 
their crops and foreign lands having surpluses for disposal will find a 
ready market here.

The Dillinger incident assumed importance because one 
man was foolish enough to imagine

United States governm ent with impunity. 
O ther people were 
beginning to nurse that myth. 
But it has been exploded in 
dramatic fashion and now the drive is on to get the other m e m ­ 
bers of the Dillinger gang and all other outlaws. 
The new declaration of war against the criminal element 
in the nation is serious business. 
The federal government in this 
m atter is thorough and relentless, 
if there be any doubt, it is 
only necessary to look at the record of the year ending June 
30. 
During that period 353 1 convictions were obtained in 
cases handled by the Division of Investigation, which is 98.81 
per cent of all cases brought to trial in twelve months. 
Sure­ 
ly that is a record hard to match. 
During the same period 928 fugitives from justice were 
found by the agents of the division. 
Besides this 4 356 others 
fleeing from the law were found through fingerprint work of 
the Identification Unit, making a total of 5284 located in one 
year. 
If this kind of work continues it should not be long be- 
tore the most hardened criminals will be forced to the conclu­ 
sion that crime does not pay.

Oklahoma Law

McALESTER, Okla., July 30.— 
Three hundred "habitual" criminals 
opened their fight today against en- 
forcement of the recently enacted 
Oklahoma eugenic sterilization law. 


Three attorneys engaged through 


funds raised by the convicts were to 
appear before the state board of 
affairs at the state prison in a test 
case brought in the name of George 
Winkler, 28-year-old Oklahoma City 
convict. 
The law provides for eugenic ster- 


ilization of habitual criminals—those 
convicted three times of felonies— 
and certain types of insane persons. 


The first hearings by the board 


were conducted at the state asylum 
at Norman several months ago. One 
of the inmates, a 21-year-old wom- 
an, protested, declaring she wanted 
to marry upon her release from the 
institution and raise children.

Three hundred "habitual" criminals 
opened their fight today against en- 
forcement of the recently enacted 
Oklahoma eugenic sterilization law.

case brought in the name of George 
Wlnkler, 28-year-old Oklahoma City 
convict. 
The law provides for eugenic ster- 


ilization of habitual criminals—those 
convicted three times of felonies— 
and certain types of Insane persons. 
The first hearings by the board 


were conducted at the state asylum 
at Norman several months ago. One 
of the Inmates, a 21-year-old wom- 
ar., protested, declaring she wanted 
to- marry upon her release from the 
institution and raise children. 


The board's decisions may be ap- 


pealed to the state supreme court.

Sterilization

One 
of the inm ates, a 21-year-old worn- j 
an, protested, declaring she wanted 
to m arry upon her release from the 
institution and raise children. 
The board’s decisions may be ap­ 
pealed to the state supreme court.

MINNEAPOLIS, July 30.—Under 
the yoke of martial law in the truck 
drivers' strike, Minneapolis and its 
almost 500,000 residents today strug- 
gled along as best it could with busi- 
ness in some lines suffering and the 
general public getting a bit fed up 
on the whole situation.

By Paper In Sharon 


Accuracy is one of the cardinal 
virtues in newspaper work. 
A re­ 
porter is never justified in writing 
an untruth, intentionally, and un­ 
less he is absolutely sure of his facts 
he is not justified in writing the ar­ 
ticle at all. When the story reflects 
in any way upon a person, an or­ 
ganization or a city and that reflec­ 
tion is a false one both the reporter 
and the newspaper are guilty of un­ 
ethical practices. 
With this prelude The News re­ 
produces herewith an article ap­ 
pearing Saturday in the Sharon 
News-Telegraph concerning the epi­ 
demic of typhoid fever reported 
among employes of the Ringling 
Brothers, Barnum and Bailey cir­ 
cus, which played New Castle Fri­ 
day, July 13. 
“Seventy-seven 
performers, 
trainer^ and other employes of 
th i Ringling Bros, and Bamum 
and Bailey circus, are in Detroit, 
Mich., hospitals, suffering from 
typhoid fever believed to have 
been contracted at New Castle. 
“Half of the circus employes 
hospitalized in Detroit are de­ 
finitely known to have the dis­ 
ease while the remainder are 
borderline cases. 
“It is believed the contagion 
was developed when the circus 
was located at the Mahoning- 
town showgrounds, just south of 
the city. 
“A branch of the Shnango 
river runs through the New 
Castle circus field, and as other 
water is scarce, it may be that 
the performers caught the dis­ 
ease from this stream.” 
The article is false, both in its 
suppovsed facts and inferences. 
First of all the circus did not 
show on the Mahoningtown grounds 
but on the Rosena Furnace grounds 
which are three miles north of Ma­ 
honingtown. 
Second, the Rosena grounds are 
not on the Shenango river but are 
on the Neshannock river. 
Third, there has not been a short­ 
age of water in New Castle this 
summer, on the contrary there has 
been an abundant supply of city 
water and the record of the New 
Castle Water Company is one of 
water purity of a high standard. 
Fourth, typhoid fever does not 
develop immediately af^er exposure 
but takes about 30 days. The epi­ 


demic broke out in Detroit about ten 
days after the show played New 
Castle, which clears the city of sus­ 
picion efen if the other factors 
were not present. 
Fifth, there has not been a case 
of typhoid fever in New Castle in 
years. 
There are physicians prac- 
i tising here who have five to ten 
years experience back of them who 
have never been called upon to treat 
a case of typhoid and actually have 
never seen a case of it. 
Nobody who knows anything about 
! the facts in the case “believes” that 
the epidemic of typhoid originated 
I in New Castle. Such a statement of 
belief is the product of an unin­ 
formed mind to say the least. As a 
piece of journalism that is 100 per 
cent wrong the article reproduced 
from the Sharon Nevrs-Telegraph 
| would certainly be in line for a 
j Pulitzer prize if the Pulitzer founda- 
j tion offered prizes for such things.

and Bailey circus, are in Detroit, 
Mich., hospitals, suffering from 
typhoid fever believed to have 
been contracted at New Castle. 


"Half of the circus employes 


hospitalized in Detroit are de- 
finitely known to have the dis- 
ease while the remainder are 
borderline cases. 


"It is believed the contagion 


was developed when the circus 
was located at the Mahonlng- 
town showgrounds, just south of 
the city. 


"A branch of the Shnango 


river runs through the New 
Castle circus field, and as other 
water is scarce, it may be that 
the performers caught the dis- 
ease from this stream." 
The article is false, both in its 


supposed facts and inferences.

show on the Mahoningtown grounds 
but on the Rosena Furnace grounds 
which are three miles north of Ma- 
honingtown.

Fifth, there has not been a case 


of typhoid fever in New Castle in 
years. There are physicians prac- 
tising here who have five to ten 
years experience back of them who 
have never been called upon to treat 
a case of typhoid and actually have 
never seen a case of it. 


Nobody who knows anything about 


the facts in the case "believes" that 
the epidemic of typhoid originated 
in New Castle. Such a statement of 
belief is the product of an unin- 
formed mind to say the least. As a 
piece of journalism that is 100 per 
cent wrong the article reproduced 
from the Sharon News-Telegraph 
would certainly be in line for a 
Pulitzer prize if the Pulitzer founda- 
tion offered prizes for such things.

There is 
nothing impracticable about plant- 
ing trees, if the money to do It is 
made available.• • * 


Naturalists, historians and states- 
men have long speculated about the 
grass country of the prairie states 
and the high plains. Here was ex- 
cellent soil, some rainfall at least, 
but no trees except along the 
streams. Why were there no trees? 


Was it 
the 
grazing of wild 


animals forest fires ancT prairie fires, 
high winds and extremes of temp- 
erature, drought or what?.There are 
a number of theories, none of them 
entirely satisfactory, and which is 
the real reason nobody knows. 


The fact remains, that it has been 


&. treeless country as long as the 
white man has known it. As "dry 
farming., has been developed, farm- 
ers have customarily planted locaf 
"shelter belts" to protect 
their 
houses and 
livestock 
from 
the 


strong winds. These trees have sur- 
vived and grown, and that is a good 
sign. Evidently trees can be esta-

Whether $95,000,000 worth of trees 


can be established and maintained 
in a belt a thousand miles long and 
er hundred miles wide is another 
question. The planting 'of such a 
forest area is a huge task, even with 
the special machine planters which 
will probably have to be used. 


After that, the protection of the 


young trees', and old trees, too for 
that matter, from fire and grazing 
cattle, is a tremendous problem. The 
government thinks that each belt 
of woodland must be completely 
fenced in, and no doubt it must. It 
Is great news for wire.fence manu- 
facturers: 


The belt will not be planted solid- 


ly with trees. Or, in other words, the 
existing forms will not be disturbed. 
The trees will be placed in strips, 
where and as it appears advanta- 
geous, and.farming will go along be- 
tween the strips the same as ever.

Always assuming that the trees 


will grow and remain—that man 
can do What 'nature apparently 
couldn't or wouldn't— the effect on 
agriculture should be good.
